Philadelphia, March 14. — A general 
strike of grocery clerks, causing a 
food shortage In the city, waa pro- 
posed by strikers yesterday but was 
unsuccessful. Most of such employe* 
are working as usual today. The 
situation la quiet. 

Attracted by a fire in a boxcar 
filled with hay on a railway siding at 
Kenaington, a crowd of several thou- 
sand persona collected late Sunday 
afternoon. Small boys threw stones 
at some of the police and later the 
windows of a number or cars were 
broken before the reserves got the 
crowd under control. Aside Irom tbla 
outbreak, cara wers run without mo- 
lestation, and there were more cara 
in operation than on any Sunday 
since the strike began. 

The police and company officials 
agree In the statement that the situ- 
ation ia Improving hourly. The 
rough element, which the company 
waa compelled to hire when the 
strike was suddenly sprung, la being 
weeded out and a better class of 
men now operates the care. 

"And we are getting the larea, 
too." declared an official. "Where 
two weeks ago 300.000 fares ware 
collected in one day, yesterday 760.- 
000 rarea were turned In. 
of courae, 
the rart 
cara and 
rreely." 

Tbe question of the settlement of 
the strike la atlll tba uppermost 
thought In the minds of the rltlsena 
of Philadelphia. Nearly everybody 
considers arbitration as the natural 
method, but how to arbitrate la the 
question, when the company Insists 
there ia nothing to arbitrate. 

The officials and directors stick to 
their original declaration that the 
union will not be dealt with, and 
they are apparently Just aa deter- 
mined today aa they were three 
weeks ago. The officials of tha 
Amalgamated Carmen's Union are 
Just aa determined that no settle- 
ment will be accepted that does not 
include full recognition of the un- 
ion. And there the matter stands. 

The company offers to take strik- 
ers back and does not demand that 
they shall drop their union mem- 
bership, but It Insists that the union 
shall cut no figure In any. peace nego- 
tiations. In other words. It la for 
the "open shop" plan. It la not be- 
lieved any effort to secure outside 
intervention or the meditation of the 
civic federation, Presldeut Taft. Gov- 
ernor Stuart or any one elae. will 
bear fruit. 

The company officials are silent re- 
garding the action or the Interstate 
Railways company In Increaaing to 
2.1 centa an hour the wages of motor- 
men and conductors In Trenton, 
Reading, Wilmington, Cheater. Le- 
banon and Norrlstown. The Phila- 
delphia Rapid Tranalt company at 
present pays 22 centa an hour with a 
promise of an increase to 23 cents 
on July t, to

tlon of whether you can afford It or 
not; It la a question of whether you 
can afford not to do It. It will prob- 
ably not be possible to fence all the 
farm In one yenr. but the work ahould 
be doue as rapidly as possible. The 
eitra feed the hog* and sheep will 
pick up will psy the entire cost of fenc- 
lug lit a very few years.

Tlie first part of the fence to he put 
np Is tbe posts. The time for putting 
up cheap posts that will rot out snd 
need renewal In three or four yours la 
past. There are two ways of secur- 
ing lasting poets— making them of ce- 
ment and treating wooden posts with 
creosote. Ceuieut posts ure not hsrd 
to make. The first alep la to make a 
wooden mold of tbe pinner size. Abtmi 
six toe bee square at the bottom, taper- 
ing to four at the top. la a very good 
sisa. Three cornered strli* should be 
placed in the bottom of the molds to 
make the corners of tbe posts rounded. 
A number of molds CM be built aide 
by aide, so that several posts can ha 
made at once The l«o*t mixture for 
Portland ce- 
parts clean. 

abarp sand snd live parts gravel. The 
sand aud cement ahould be uiUed dry. 
Then add water and mix to a thick 
mortar. After this la well mixed 
spread it out In a thin layer aud spread 
the required amount < f gravel over It 
Mix tbe whole mass well by shoveling 
over several times 

The Inside of the molds should be 
greased with soft soup to keep the 
cement from sticking. Spread sbout 
one and one half Inches of concrete 
over the bottom and tamp It well. 
Near each corner lay a steel wire 
lengthwise of the post. These re en- 
forcing wires should bn fairly heavy, 
but mm not need to be gnlvanlxed. aa 
the concrete will keep them from rust- 
ing They should be looped at tho 
Mi kg i nvent sapping. Now add 
concrete up to within an Inch of the 
lop of the mold, tamp again and put 
In two more reenforclng wires. Fill 
the mold to tho top. tamp and round 
Off tho up|*r corners. Long staples 
with the polntB bent a little to keep 
them from pulling out should he stuck 
Into the cement at the places where 
the wires are to be fastened. After 
the po-sts are set the wires can be 
fastened to these staples by a small 
piece of soft wire twisted through 
tbotn. 

After tbe cement has partially set 
It should l>e covered with sand to 
keep It from drying ot]t too rapidly 
Tbe posts should be sprinkled at least 
once a day for n week, when they may 
be taken from tbe molds and stored 
away In moist sand to cure. It takes 
sixty days for a cement post to cure 
properly, ami it should not be set be- 
fore that time. In the meantime the 
sand should be kept moist by occa- 
sional sprinklings. The cost of ma- 
terial for cement posts the size men- 
tioned and seven feet long Is not 
more than 25 cents a poat. not 
Ing the labor. When once in 
they will last practically forever. 

The method of treating wooden fenca- 
poata with creosote la very simple and 
inexpensive. Any klud of post la suit- 
able for use with this trentmeut-lu 
deed, tbe poorest soft wood posts lust 
the longest uftcr being properly treat- 
ed. Tbe apparatus needed consists of 
two small metal tanks, one of which 
is arranged so that a bra can be built 
WUiV 4k- Uaka aro &liad twg- 
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thlrda full of creosote, which can be 
bought by the barrel at reasonable 
ratea. The i-reiaaite In one of these 
tanks Is bested ulinmt to boiling, and 
tbe posts, which must be well sea 
soned. an- pun-ed In It and left for 
about six hours. Usmilly only the part 
of the post that la to go Into the ground 
Is treated. 

After remnlnlng in the hot creosote 
for six hour* the posts are taken out 
plaii-J in the cold 
islu.tlon of 

t/mperature canans the steam In the 
^orea of the post to contract making 
a partial vacuum, ainl the :nr pressure 
drives the creosote into all parts of 
tbe post. This treattm ut costs only 
stmut 10 cent* n post The treated 
post* will last twenty yenrs or longer, 
or about Ave times aa long as untreat- 
ed ones. 

In putting up a bsraanatjl woven 
wire fence great care must be taken 

to see that the corner posts are well 
brnced. Klg. 1 Shows a very effec- 
Jve way of making a solid corner. Tbe 
roruer poat should l<e considerably lar- 
ger l linn tbe otbera A hole 2 by 4 
•bnuld be dug to set It In. Bolt a 
pi.n- of plunk about three feet long 
to the bottom of tbe post snd a shorter 
piece at right Bugles to tbe first. PUI 
In dirt up to the top of these nod tamp 
It solid. Then roll in a number ot 
large atones and All tbe rest of tbe 
bole with dirt, tamping it well all tbe 
way up. Siii h a post. If properly 
braced, will not give much under any 
strain that may be put upon It. A 
way that la still better, though a little 
more expensive. Is to set the corner 
post In cement. 

Tbe fencing selected should be 
strongly wovsn and made of good sized 
wire. Flimsy fencing costs a little 
leas at first, but does not last well 
enough to warrant putting It up. Be 
sure that tha croas wires are fsstened 
firmly to the longitudinal strands, so 
that they vautiot be spread out of 
place. Both the woven and tbe t>arbed 
wire should be well knlvunlsed Wire 
that ia galvanized after weaving, as 
sbowu by the crevices and Joints be- 
ing filled with the galvanizing material, 
will laat much longer than that which 
Is galvanized before weaving. In the 
latter ruse the galvanizing material 
will be more or less crscked. and tbe 
wire will soon begin to rust. 

it Is of great Importance to have the 
wire well stretched. An ordinary wire 
stretcher will not stretch woven wire 
tightly enough. Where a large quan- 
tity la purchased at a time a |s>wer- 
ful wire atreteber I* usually thrown in.
